Wild vision on a windy hill 
‘The Oasis of Peace’ is an extraordinary settlement with ordinary problems: an experimental community of Arabs and 
Jews whose enterprises range from bee-keeping to peace studies. The Jerusalem Post's MARSHA POMERANTZ reports

Though the novelty of Neve 
Shalom is its intercultural nature, 
the arguments thal occupy its 
members are pretty standard: the 
common weal versus the individual;

THE VARIOUS programmes of the 
peace school have evolved rapidly 
since they began in 1979. Neve 
Shalom is a fertile field for 
sociologists — and the staff are 
eager to apply their own experience 
and the findings of others to bridge 
another gap — between enthusiasm 
and effectiveness.

Aishe Najjar, who runs the 
nursery, recalls with amusement an 
encounter in which she told 
someone thal she lived at Neve 
Shalom. “How is it getting along 
with all those Arabs?" he wanted to 
know, whereupon she informed him 
that she was one of “those Arabs.” 

If she feels pressure to conform to 
the dominant culture, it is certainly 
bulanced by her role at Neve 
Shulom. Only one of the four 
children in the nursery is an Arab 
(her daughter Shirin), but she 
speaks to them all in Arubic, 
teuches them Arabic songs, and 
spoons out fasulia and pritin for 
lunch, The “Ashkenazim" haven't 
taken over this kitchen. 

Aishe says one of her 16 brothers 
and sisters is a member of the 
Moslem Brotherhood. When he and 
his wife came to visit her and her 
husband Abed at Neve Shalom, “he 
told us we should come back to 
Nazareth and get to know our 
religion. [ said we can get to know 
our religion anywhere.” 

Perhaps the Jews have more of an 
identily problem than the Arabs: 
the case of the kibbutz girl who 
didn't know what a Jewish wedding 
was like comes to mind. On ihe 
weekend of the refresher workshop, 
the one person present wearing 8 
kippa \urned ont to be Jeremy 
Milgram, a Conservutive rabbi 
originally from the U.S. He said 
he'd been asked to say kiddush the 
previous night al 2 communal meal. 
He declined because he felt hé'd 
been usked out of duty only, not out 
of real interest. He'd do il next time, 
with some preparation.

WHAT'S in the future? Ὁ 
Pinchas Aron (“Major Wel- 
lesley"), αἱ 82, is the oldest member 
‘of Neve Shalom, and has seen a lot 
of future in his day. He was one of 
the founders of Habonim in 
England, he founded Rotary in 
{sracl, and he iniliated ἃ two-year 
pence studies experiment at a high 
school in Tel Aviv in the '70s, When 
he wanted to move to “the hill" 
ubout three years ago, he was told 
that he couldn’t come unless he had 
someone to take care of him — so 
he married his old friend Coral, who 
also docs the public relations and 
the mopping up of mud for Neve 
Shalom, “He caught me at a ma- 
ment when I was prepared to do 
anything for a change," says Coral. 
“She not only looks after me, but 
a lot of the people who come in for 
biscuits as well... We can’t stand the 
chaos they live in. We're all for put- 
ting a little order in things,” says 
Pinchas. . : 
They've had letters of inquiry and 
visits from the irish, the Scottish, 
the Belgians. Pinchas sees the Neve 
Shalom experiment as a model for 
other dual cultures.

THERE WERE successes and dis- 
appuiatments during the years of 
collaboration between the Hagana 
and the British. The most tragic dis- 
appointment in all of our operations 
was the mission and the disap- 
Ppeurance of the Twenty Three, an 
episade that still haunts me, 

In carly 1940, at the start of our 
‘cauperiation with the British, we did 
nol know how uur joint undertaking 
would develap, what we would ac- 
complish und where our fighting 
men would be'sent. The men placed 
al the disposul of the special section 
by the Hiiguna were trained only in 
lund subotage. No mention was 
made of sea operations. 

The Germans had not yel 


penetrated into the Mediterranean, 
Italy was still hesituting and had not 
been drawn into the war. Only at 
the end of that year, after the fall of 
Frunce, were we asked by the 
British members of the section to 
provide them with fighters trained 
for sea operations. At thal time, the 
Hagana hud some tens of young 
men trained for work with Aliya Bet 
— navigation, escort duties, 
landing, bringing people ashore on 
shallow-water cousts, and similar 
naval operations. 

It was agrecd to let us have the 
number of men we needed from 
among those Hagana naval teams, 
Aharon Lishevski (now Aharon 
Leshem) was made responsible for 
choosing the men concentrating in 
special camps, organizing their 
(raining, and all other necessary ar- 
rangements. : : 

The strenuous activities were 
conducted close to the mouth of the 
Yarkon River and on the sea-shore 
near Sidna Ali, opposile Kibbutz 
Shefayim. Necessary funds were 
made available by the British of- 
ficers and myself. Our primary con- 
cern.was to keep our men and their 
Uaining concealed fromthe hostile 
eyes of the Mandatory authorities. 

Months’ passed. The men grew 
weary of the training, of the secrecy 
that they had to maintain with their 
families and friends, and above alt 
of the lack of any real action. We 
had difficulty preventing the whole 
sel-up from disintegrating through 
inactivity, Suddenly’ there was a 
change In the sjtuation.

Mystery of the 23 


The fate of a Hagana commando mission which disappeared 
at sea in mid-1941 is still unknown today, writes DAVID HACOHEN. 


Tripoli on many visits to Lebanon, 
the last time only a few months 
before the operation, and [ 
remembered some isolated details 
about the refineries. But none of the 
men picked for the operation had 
personally reconnoitred the installa- 
lions. 

We knew that the whole area of 
the refinerics was heavily guarded 
by French and Senegalese troops 
and thal wil around it there were for- 
lificalions, observation-posts, 
barbed-wire fences and mined 
ditches. 

Yitzhak Sadeh felt that the blow- 
ing up of the iastallations should be 
curried out by a combined land und 
sea operation. But there was no 
dime Lo prepare this. There was little 
co-ordination between the British 
mililary headquarters in Cairo 
(which had decided on the invasion 
of Lebanon and Syria) and the 
Special Operations Executive to 
which we were uttached. 

AL headquarters in Cairo the 
dates and phases of the mission 
were kepl a top secret, and apart 
from knowing thal time was preas- 
ing and that the invasion was due to 
begin within the: next few days, we 
had no precise schedule to work 
with. 

Since we had no vessel of our own 
it was decided that we should use 
one of the coastguard boats 
enguged in the interception of ἢ- 
legal immigrants, The police were 
instructed by a high authorily to 
lend us the Sex Lion, the best and 
fastest of their vessels of this type.

We issumed that if the journey 
back were made in daylight, there 
would be a dunger of interception 
by enemy forces, guided by air 
observation from Beirut. The men 
were therefore instructed that in the 
night, after the operation, the boat 
would sail westwurds to one of the 
small bays of Cyprus, where they 
were to remain hidden the following 
day. They were to continue their 
voyage home as soon as it was dark. 
Should it take longer than estimated 
for the outward journey then they 
were first to make for Cyprus, to 
wait in hiding there all the next day, 
und only’ set oul for the operation 
the following night. 


Since Tsvi Spector had trouble 
with one of his legs, as a result of a 
motor-cycle accident, he was placed 
in command of the whole unit only 
so long as they were in the boat, but 
had orders not to land with them to 
command the operation on the 
shore.

All the personnel arrived on 
Saturday. evening — the trained 
men and the three of us: Yitzhak 
Sadeh, Aharon Lishevski, and 
myself.

Then each of 
them retired to his own corner to 
sleep, while 1 drove back to my 
house up on Mount Carmel, accom- 
panied by Major Sir Anthony 
Palmer, the British officer who had 
been ordered by headquarters in 
Cniro to go with the group, He was 
tall and slim, blond, handsome and

wis not one of their number, and 
who hore the stigma of serving ona 
vessel engaged in hunting down im- 
migrants, should be included in the 
opcration. 

Afier a hurried consultation 
between Yilzhak Sadeh and myself, 
we called Spector und Katriel Yaffe 
over to us und revealed a closely 
guarded secret to them: this Yisrael 
Nordein was a loyal and devoted 
member of the Hagana who had 
been planted by the organization in 
the British coastguard service. Only 
u few weeks previously, al great risk 
to his own life, he had sunk a 
coustguard vessel of which he 
himself was a crew member, at sea, 
He had been the only Jew on board. 

I guve Yitzhak Haker the addres- 
ses of.some Jews in Damascus and 
Beirut and a sizeable sum of money 
in gold teins, to divide up amongst 
the members of the landing force in 
case they were'unable to get back to 
the boat and were obliged to find 


hideouts somewhere in Syria and 
Lebanon, [ also provided him with 
an accurate plan of a house in a 
‘Beirut suburb. The house belonged 
to Arabs who were working for us as 
spies and distributors of anti-Vichy 
propaganda. 

By the time the preparations 
were complete, it was already about 
an hour later than the time original- 
ly fixed for the group's departure. 


The serene expression on their 
faces gave no indication that they 
were setting out on a daring and 
dangerous operation. Any anxiely 
that they may have felt wag locked 
in their hearts, To my affectionate 
encouragement. they responded 
with somewhat embarrassed smiles, 
The boat was lying so tow in the 
culm water of the pool, behind the 
protective breakwater, that I felt 
uneasy at the sight of the waves out- 
side und told Yitzhak Sadeh so.

THEY NEVER came back. They 
simply disappeared. 

We prayed that they would have a 
culm sea, bul the waves continued 
to foam high. One night passed. We 
listened to the news broadcasts 
from Beirut but there was no an- 
nouncement of any sabotage opern- 
tion, Another night, and another 
day. We clung to the hope that they 
might be in Cyprus. We could not 
think of anything else but them. 

That whole week we walked 
about the busy streets of Haifa like 
shadows, cut off from the people 
around us by our agonizing secret, 
We knew with sober certainty that 
the operation had not been carried 
out, Bul what had happened to our 
men? Where were they? Were they 
still alive? [f they had fallen fighting, 
or been intercepted at sea and taken 
prisoner, why was there no an- 
nouhcement of this over the Beirut 
tadiv? 

We had to simulate ignorance 
when we met wives, parents, and 
relatives, who had no knowledge at 
all of the mission but knew us to be 
the. friends and training instructors 
of their dear ones. Hope faded from 
day to day, I had to force myself to 
conceal the heavy weight in my 
heart and to smile at anxious young 
girls, 

Twice a day Nafha, the principal 
of my daughters’ school, would 
climb up to my house on Mount 
Carmel, sit down heavily in the 
armchair opposite me and wait for 
me to speak: 

For a long time he would sit 
there, not saying a word, and then 
suddenly-his anguished ¢ry would 


ring out through the apprehension- . 


laden’ silence: “Where's my son 
David, my only son? What has hap- 
pened to him? Why doesn't he come 
back from his mysterious training? 
What truth is there to the whispers 
circulating in the town, David 
Hacohen? Where is my David?" My 
heurt was breaking, but I could not 
say anything. 


ZERO-HOUR for the invasion of 
Lebanon and Syria was postponed, 
and it was another three weeks 
before we advanced northwards 
with the occupying forces. Together 
with Yosef Fein from Deganya, I 
travelled by car all along the coast, 
slopping at every village between 
Beirut and Tripoli and from there to 
Latakia, and continuing right up to 
the Turkish border. We enquired in 
fishing villages, we examined pieces 
of metal and fragments of boats cast 
ashore by the sea, but we found no. 
clue. 

The British high command 
searched the documents captured in 
the taking of Beirut, interrogate 
the senior officers among its 
prisoners-of-war, but withoul any 
result, Some time later, in further 
searches, a shirt was found.

THE BATSHEVA Dance Company 
is going through a crisis. Artistic 
director Moshe Romano has 
resigned after only 24 years, and 
the business manager William 
Strum announced at a press con- 
ference (December 8) at Beit 
Sokolow that the company was be- 
ing “forced out" of its premises, oc- 
cupied almost since its birth in 1964, 
tn his statement, Mr. Romano 
pointed out he had had doubts 
about accepting the directorship in 
August 1980 but since Robert 
Cohan, with whom he had worked 
for cight years at the London 
Contemporary Dance Theatre, had 
become artistic adviser, he thought 
he might be able to carry out his 
aims, which included the policy of 
enabling Israeli choreographers, 
designers and musicians to develop 
within the framework of a 
workshop, He thought that three or 
four “resident choreographers” 
could then be chosen, and in that he 
would be able thus to give the com- 
pany a unique character, 

Recently, he said, he felt he was 
losing touch with the dancers and 
he saw no sense in going on. 

Cohan, who had come specially 
to Israel, pointed out the “plus™ 
achievements under Romano's 
directorship, Batsheva II (the 
younger company) had given 200 


company had made several Success. 
ful tours abroad, with more on 
schedule. Also the company had “a 
streamlined look." Romano will 
stay on for another two months until 
a new director is selected, 

Asked whether he would himself 
consider taking the position, Cohan 
replied “No, I don't want to work so 
hard. That is why [ am leaving the 
London Contemporary Dance 
Theatre in the summer. I am 57 and 
I want time to do what I want before 
I am 70." 

He said his position as Batsheva's 
artistic adviser remains “open- 
ended,” adding, “But the new 
director may not want me.” Cohan 
hoped the choice would be an 
Israeli, but said that applications 
from anywhere would be con- 
sidered. 

Strum said that Batsheva de 
Rothschild had sold the premises, 
and that the company had been 
asked to leave by the end of 
January. Eight months to a year was 
needed to find other premises, he 
suid. [t was hoped the Municipality, 
the Ministry of Education and 
donors here and abroad would help 
to establish a studio and a school, 

Batsheva’s principal dancer, 


David Dvir, also said the dancers - 


were unhappy about the frequent 
changes of director but that the 
company’ wag strong enough to 
maintain itseif until ἃ new one was 
appointed. 

Meanwhile, Batsheva will appear 
in the Habimah Theatre on January 
9, 10 and 11. New works are being 
created by Naomi Aleskovsky and 
Igal Perry. Troy Games by Robert 
North is in rehearsal, and Gene Hill

Foul language is certainly ap- 
propriate in a story about whores 
and pimps, but should not be the 
mainstay of the dialogue. 

None of the social or political 
aspects of Alice's tragedy is ex- 
plored fully.

But Yosha shouldn't rest content 
with that. In the past he has shown 
he is not afraid ta deal with com- 
plexities, no matter how unpleasant. 
Here he uvoids them, sticking to his 
one-character plot. There is too 
much that is arbitrary in this 90- 
minute film, and one is left with 
acute feeling that there was much 
more to be said on the subject. O

| FELT very cosy and comfortable 
as I sank deep into the old armchair 
with a drink and nosh conveniently 
close at hand, to listen to people be- 
ing passionate about the burning is- 
sues of the day.

he lirot millionaires on this test. But 
then, most of us would make the 
grade on such a basis. 

To be a millionaire in shekels is 
ten times harder: we need to own 
the equivalent of $30,487.80. This is 
a much more difficult altainment, 
but I suspect that a good slice of the 
population, including members of 
kibbutzim and Sephardis might do 
the trick. 

But how long will they remain 
millionaires? [ remember how 
elated [ was when the then minister 
of finance Simha Ehrlich made us 
all millionaires by a succession of 
inflationary moves. Then either he 
or his successor, Yigael Hurwitz, 
decimated our fortunes by introduc- 
ing the shekel. Yoram Aridor, as 
kindly a minister of finance as ever 
printed a banknote, has restored 
our millionaire status, But § live in 
terror that we will be impoverished 
at any moment by a new currency, 
such as Yehudas, which were cir- 
culated in the 4th century BCE, 


MONEY IS such a fascinating topic 
that I seem to have dipressed from 
the alleged villainies of the kibbut- 
zim. If the Premier and the fair 
Vicky are suggesting that kibbutz 
members are as rich as Croseus or 
Nissim Gaon, | certainly question 
the hypothesis. If you test the 
average kibbutz member's standard 
of living according to size of hous- 
ing, number and type of 
automobiles owned, diet, standard 
of higher education for children, 
(rips abroad, accumulated savings 
and nature of work, | am sure that 
you will find that they are not better 
off than any middle-class Israeli, {n 
fact, one of the reasons why kibbut- 
zim failed to attract multitudes of 
new recruils — Ashkenazis or 
Sephardis — was that standards of 
living rose so dramatically for the 
middle class in the cities, without in- 
volving hard physical labour, the 
sacrifice of privacy and living ac- 
cording 1o collective principles. 

The other novel point | heard was 
made by Prof. Sadan. He argued 
that the Ashkenazis always stress 
their successes and suppress their 
failures, while the Sephardis 
emphasise their failures and 
minimize their achievements. By 
setling up.this.dismal prototype for 
themselves, they handicap 
themselves by having to live down 
to it. 

He may be right. I once attended 
a convention of Iraqi immigrants, 
and was profoundly impressed by 
their attainments. Many of them 
were accouatants and bank 


. Managers and businessmen. Yet 


they talked only about what 4 mess 
they had made of absorption: 1 
could not. help thinking how dif- 


‘ferently a ‘similar convention of 
‘South African or American or 
British -immigrants “would have | 


spoken about themselves.

sent by the British and American 
governments: I detect a clear 
Presumption that the leaders in 
England and the U.S. consider that 
the workless are workless because 
they are feckless, and enjoy living 
on the dole. It would be tragic if 
such nonsense were ever to be ac- 
cepted by policy-makers in Israel, 

In any event, Sadan's opponents 
on the panel overwhelmed him with 
statistics and analyses proving 
beyond shadow of doubt that the 
Sephardis suffer from social, 
political, geographical and 
economic disadvantages. There was 
general agreement that something 
more should be done, and there 
were even indications about what 
form this should be. Preference in 
getting housing, education, jobs, 
political and civil service appoint- 
ments — it’s not. much to ask. 

There was also agreement that 
the Labour Party had erred in the 
way they had handled the Oriental 
immigrants — they had been too 
paternal, too feudal and too 
patronizing, had not involved the 
Sephardis in decision-making. So 
the immigrants had lost their sense 
of worth and self-esteem because 
they were merely receiving hand- 
outs, not participating in shaping 
their own destiny. Then the 
next generation had come to 
despise their parents because they 
were recipients of handouts, unable 
to cope in a strange new world. 

One problem touched upon but 
nol resolved was how the Likud has 
Managed to remain the 
revolutionary party fighting the 
Labour Establishment, which let 
down the Sephardis, at the same 
time that it has been the Establish- 
ment itself for five years. What is 
more, it is an Establishment that hits 
the poor through abolilion of social 
benefits, cutting of social services, 
reduction of subsidies. 


A VERY good programme indeed, 
in a new series, Portraits, was 
devoled to Yehuda Amihai, the 
poet. The blend of shots of Amihai 
ut home and the readings from his 
poems was skilfully and beautifully 
done, and 1 must commend Moshe — 
Avni, who wrote and produced the 
film, for a remarkable achievement. 
Amichai told us he will soon be 58, 
and that he. spends a great deal of 
time with his children, the oldest of 
whom is in the army, the youngest - 
of whom is nine.

WITEN ERIC JANNERSTEN died 
this year, at the age of 70, Europe 
lust one of its leading bridge per- 
sunalities. Jannersten not only 
represented Sweden in international 
vontpetition; he was also a promi- 
nent bridge writer, columnist and 
teacher, His book un Precision, one 
of the earliest writings on that then- 
new system, helped make it popular 
with the bridge-playing public. 

Junnersten’s last book, Find the 
Mistakes, A Bridge Quiz (London. 
Victor Golluncz, 160 pp., hard 
cover, £6.95) has un unusually in- 
leresting cormat. Described are 75 
deals in which the declarer succeeds 
in making ει game or slam contract. 
Despite the invariable success, the 
declarer in each instance has played 
poorly -— net allowing for u possible 
differenec in the opponents’ dis- 
{ribution, playing against the odds, 
not following the best line of play. 

After it ls shown how the declarer 
succecded, the defenders’ hands are 
slightly allered, ulways in confor- 
mity with the bidding, so that ἃ 
more thoughtful line is necessary. 
That line would also succeed in the 
originul layout. Following are two 
modified deuls where the up- 
propriste line of play is reviewed:

Elegant Italian 


MATTERS OF TASTE/Haim Shapiro 


TALK of Italian restaurants usually 
conjures up images of rustic fur- 
nishings, strings of onions and gar- 
lic, red-checked tablecloths and 
bottles of chianti. 


There is, however, another type 
of Italian restaurant, sleck snd 
modern, like Jerusalem's Venezia, 
at2 Rehov Hasoreg, which I visited 
recently with a representative of 
Stock, the liquor company whose 
Monfort wines are featured there, 

Since ¥ find it difficult to eat in 
any Italian restaurant, however 
chic, without trying the pasta, | 
opened my meal with a portion of 
pala e flena, the combination of 
green and white noodles that is pic- 
turesquely known as “hay and 
straw.” Anxious to sample the pasta 
itself, I had it served as simply as 
posible, with bulter and grated 
cheese,

however, make use of the oversized 
pepper mill on the table. 

My companion tried the shrimp 
in butter and garlic, a dish that was 
also to our liking. We had already 
been overwhelmed by the. aroma 
that canie from the garlic toast, 
made from a sliced baguette and un- 
salted butter. We both recalled with 
longing the druschette of Rome, 
made with the coarsest of peasant- 
type bread, toasted over coals, rub- 
bed with garlic and sprinkled with 
raw olive oil and salt, 


I SHOULD also mention that, with 
this course, we tried a bottle of 
Montfort Sauvignon, a dry white 
wine that 1 found satisfactory but 
not exceptional. It is our misfortune 
that although the climate is right for 
the drinking of white wines, our 
long hot summers tend to produce 
grapes that lose their bouquet. 

My main course was osso buco,

a dish J dearly Jove, consisting of 
a cross-cut slice of shin of veal, with 
the bone and its marrow as the special 
prize, The meat was braised in a 
classic gremolata sauce in which 
lemon pee! plays an important part. 


Here the peel was very noticeable, 
but there was not even a hint of bit- 
terness, 

My companion tried the fillet of 
veal in acream and cognac sauce, a 
light, delectable dish with subtle 
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flavouring. We also had a sulad, 
crisp leaves of lettuce in the “ 
simplest vinegar and oil dressing. 
With this course, we daringly 
broke with convention and drank a 
red wine. We reasoned that the 
sauces in which the veal had been 
served would be sufficiently sirong 
to stand up to the wine. We were 
well rewarded. The proprietor came 
up with a bottle of Cabernet : 
Sauvignon 78, which he had put z 
away in the shelter. 
Again, because of our climate, 
Israeli red wines are notoriously 
short-lived, often reaching their 
peak in less than three years. Herc, 
however, the wine was full-bodied 
and ripe, with a rich bouquet and u 
heady aftertaste, [t has‘been some 
time since | savoured a bottle of i 
wine, local or imported, which ! 
liked so much. 
For dessert, which we had only 
after we had finished every drop of 
wine, we both could not resist the 
chocolale mousse cake, a concoction 
of cake and cream well worth afew 
months in purgatory. The espresso 
was good and strong, but did not i 
keep me from leaving the restaurant ᾿ 
with a slight list. 
1 did not see the bill, but by my 
calculations it should have min to 
about 181,800. oO

THE MAMMOTH Isracl Museum 
exhibition devoted to the "Old" 
Bezalel School of the period of its 
founder-director Boris Schatz (from 
its inception in 1906 till its closure in 
1929) is not only an_ historical 
revelation but an extraordinary 
justification of the ideals of its 
founding father, who saw in the 
labour of things made by hand a 
release from both dependence on 
charity and a way (o escape in- 
dustrial enstavement. 

The 1500-exhibit show, which 
apened this week, is an eye-opener 
in many different ways. Today's 
Bezalel Academy students will find 
themselves pleasurably — and 
perhaps not go pleasurably — 
shocked to learn that the students 
and teachers of a fledgling school in 
a primitive Turkish province, strug- 
gling with inferior paper, paints 
materials and almost no machinery, 
were able to design and make arts 
and crafts that were as well or better 
finished than many objects dis- 
pinyed by the Academy. today; and 
thai they practiced the arl of many 
crafts thal have long since. disap- 
peared altogether. 

The show also brings home the . 
Tealizalion that ar? nouvean and the 
folkloric decorative Jewish art 
tevival fostered -by Schatz, were 
made for each other. This of course 
wag also rue for many of the great 
arts-und-crafts schools that arose at 
the end of the 19th century, the 
Wiener Werkstatle being one ex- 
umpte, But, for Schatz, the style wus 
perfect for just the sort of hand- 
made objects that he foresaw would 

. enuble his Palestinian artists to earn 
their own living, while at the same 
lime enriching Jewish homes both 
here und abroad. 

Schatz had no sooner arrived in 
Jerusalem than he at once sel about 
cullecting local plants and wildlife 
(with the help of naturalist Yisrael 
Aharoni) on which Bezalel designs 
would be based, together with per- 
mulations of the Hebrew letter and 
More traditional Jewish motifs. 
Schatz always pursued local motifs; 
that Ihey were married to a Euro- 
pean style (and some Asian ones) 
was simply a fortuitous historical

There are many curiosities in this 
show, bul surprisingly little kitsch, 
There is of course, a tendency 
umong artists (and a few historians) 
to despise the immediate past while 
admiring the more distant one. The 
art of the Old Bezalel is sufficiently 
distant as to be no longer a threat to 
anyone; it can be admired for itself. 
But one final thought emerges: the

PANN (1883-1963), one of

He was able lo return to the 
Bezalel (via a successful stay in 
America) only in 1920. In 1922 he 
eshibited αἱ the Tower of David. 
While in wartime Paris, Pann 
made his famous series of drawings 
“and lithographs of the Russian 
pogroms (“The Road of Teurs) as 
well as some anti-German 
“atrocity” lithograph cartoons, Ex- 
amples of both are on show here; 
they date from 1916. They revenl 
Pann not only as a master 
draughtsman bul us an illustrator of 
vivid dramatic imagination (Pann 
was studying in Paris when the 
Kishinev pogroms touk place). They 
also reveal an immense debt to 
Knethe Kollwitz, both in the mass 
and movement of the Jews (which 
recall her enclicr “Peasant Wars” 
series) and in the treatment of faces 
of the frightened children in the 
skilled utrovity cartoons. 
Pann (born Fefferman) brought 
“his own lithographic press τὸ 
Jerusalem (it is still in use} and in 
1924 resigned from the Bezulel to 
Publish bis own albums of illustra- 
lions to the Bible. Always a skilled 
rail artist, he also embarked on a 
long series of pustels of Biblical 
scenes und heroes.

YOU BUY jewelry, how do 
lub what it is really made of? 
an article of clothing is generally 
labelled with the manufacturer's 
tame and the fabric content, as the 
jaw requires, Jewelry is often un- 
labelled or incompletely labelled. 

The customer's usual guarantee 
of the components in jewelry is a 
hand-written receipt from the seller 
— and this includes a detailed 
description only if the customer has 
the good sense to demand it. For in- 
stance, my leenuge daughters 
recently bought a pair of earrings al 


department store, The girls say they 
were told the earrings are \4-carat 
gold with sapphires, but the receipt 
simply says “gold earrings.” ᾿ 

There is a legally binding Official 
Standard in Israel which requires 
markings on all gold products 
weighing One gram or more. The 
manufacturer's trademark or initials 
must be stamped on the item itself. 
Either on the item or on a metal tag 
with a lead seal, the manufacturers 
must impress n mark of purity in- 
dicating the gold content in carats 
or in parts per thousand. The 
product must be taken for verifica- 
tion to the Israel Standards In- 
stitute, which impresses it with o 
verification mark. The gold purity 
mark is In the shape of a harp, and 
carries a number which relates to 
the scale of carats, as follows: 875 
(paris per thousand) equals 21 
carats; 750, 18 ct. 585, 14 ct., and 
215, nine οἱ. Anything less must not 
be marked as gold. Products merely 
plated with gold may be marked 
“gold plate” in Hebrew or another 
language, provided both words ure 
the same size. 

These gold markings ure general- 
ly to0 small to be read with the 
naked eye. Every jewelry shop Is 
supposed lo huve a magnifying glass 
on hand for customer's use, and 
should post a sign explaining these 
gold symbols, Sterling silver or 
allver-plated goods must be murked 
accurately as such by the manufac- 
turer, but there is no requirement to 
have this verified al the Standards 
Institute, 

If you have purchased any gold 
item recently and still have the 
Tecelpt, you may take it for a free

SEVDERMISH'S institute, on the 
other hand, has also undertaken the 
examination of slones already 
embedded in jewelry settings. ‘Tt 
does this either in bulk on behalf of 
manufacturers or merchants, who 
pay the equivalent of $5 per piece of 
jewelry, or for private consuniers, 
who must pay 50. ὦ 
This service, of examining jewels 
in settings, is perfectly legal. But the 
controller of diamonds told me it 
must be clear thal the institute has 
no special official standing when ft 
comes to checking jewels in set- 
lings, and it must be careful not to 
misrepresent its official licence, 
which only refers to loose jewels. As 
a licensed institute, the GIPS may 
not deal in buying or selling; πὸ 
does it give financial appraisals οἱ 
the gems, but only checks their 
authenticity, colour and clarity. 
When Sevdermish’s gemolopistt
